Darst said the increase in per- 
sonal property assessments was 
cue chiefly to purchase of new 
automobiles and television sets 
by residents of the city. The other 
increases, he said, resulted from 
construction of new homes, expan- 
gion of industry and “more com- 
plete returns” by individuals and 
corporations as a result of an ed- 
ucational campaign conducted dyr- 
ing the last year by Sestric. 

“The guess-work is being taken 
out of assessing,” Darst said, ‘‘and 
it is being placed on a scientific 
basis.” 

Assessments are made as of 
Jan. 1 each year and tax bills are 
mailed in November. The taxes 
are payable on or before Dec. 31, 
becoming delinquent Jan. 1. 

The Mayor, apparently pleased 
at the prospect of additional mu- 
nicipal revenue to help offset the 
loss of earnings tax revenue, said 
work on the planned downward 
revision of the city’s budget for 
the latter part of the current fis- 
cal year still is going on.

NEW YORK, June 27 (UP)— 
The American Export Lines liner 
Excalibur, outward bound on a 
43-day Mediterranean cruise, col- 
lided with a freighter in the har- 
bor today and began to sink, but 
all 114 passengers were removed 
safely. 

Within minutes after the col- 
lision at 12:35 p.m., dozens of 


Coast Guard vessels, tugs and 
other harbor craft converged on 


the 9644-ton liner and began re- 
moving passengers. By 1:20 p.m, 
the rescue operation had been 
completed. The Coast Guard said 
no injuries had been reported 
among passengers or the crews 
of the two ships. The weather 
was clear and there was no imme- 
diate explanation of the collision. 

Fire boats poured towers of 


water on the Danish freighter Co- 
lombia, which broke into flames 
when the two vessels collided 
headon almost in the shadow of 
lower Manhattan’s skyscrapers. 

In addition to 114 passengers, 
the Excalibur carried a crew of 
about 130. The Coast Guard esti- 
mated there was a crew of 35 
aboard the 5146-ton Colombia, 
which was inbound from Tampa, 
Fla. 

As the rescue operation pro- 
ceeded in the calm, sunlit waters 
of the harbor, tugs slowly nosed 
the listing Excalibur toward the 
sand flats of Brooklyn. By 1:35 
p.m., the liner, one of the “four 
aces” of the American Export 
Lines fleet, was hard aground. 
The Colombia was towed to a 
Brooklyn dock. 

With cruise passengers lining 
its rails, the Excalibur sailed at 
noon from Exchange Place, Jer- 
sey City. Among the passengers 
making the 12,000-mile trip 
through the Mediterranean were 
many who planned Holy Year 
visits to Rome when the ship 
touched at Naples.- They included

Red Planes Shot Down. 

As the South Koreans rallied, 
American-manned fighter planes 
shot down four North Korean 
planes attempting to disrupt the 
evacuation of Americans from 
Kimpo airport outside of Seoul in 
South Korea. 

An announcement by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s headquar- 
ters, confirming reports of this 
action, said: 

“Four North Korean Yak planes 
that interfered with the evacua- 
tion of women and children from 
Kimpo airfield were shot down 
by American fighter planes fur- 
nishing protective air coverage.” 

The announcement also said 
that tanks reported in Seoul’s 
suburbs “appear to have been iso- 
lated forays.” It added “reports 
of seizure of Seoul have been 
exaggerated, but this is under- 
standable due to war hysteria re- 
sulting from the unprovoked 
North Korean assault.”

TRUMAN DECIDES 
PHILIPPINES WIL 
BE STRENGTHENED, 
INDOCHINA AIDED 


President Acts on U.N. 
Resolution Condemn- 
ing Red Aggression and 
Calling on All Mem- 
bers to Help Stop It.

WASHINGTON, June 27—Pres- 
ident Truman today ordered Amer- 
ican air and sea forces to go to 
the aid of South Korea, now fight- 
ing for its life against a Com- 
munist attack from North Korea. 

Truman also has ordered the 
United States Seventh Fleet to 
prevent any attack on the island 
of Formosa and is sending mili- 
tary assistance to the Philippines 
and to French forces fighting 
Communists in Indochina. 

Formosa is the last stronghold 
of the Chinese Nationalists. There 
have been indications recently 
that the Chinese Communists 
might be preparing an assault on 
the island. 

Aims of America. 

The immediate purpose of the 
American armed support. of the 
South Korean forces is to drive 
, the invading Communists back to 
the 38th parallel, the de facto 


frontier between North and South 
Korea, the President's statement 
indicated. United States ships 
and planes will attack only Com- 
munist positions in Softh Korean 
territory, according to present 
plans. They will not strike north 
of the 38th parallel and will 
cease to act if and when the 
Communists withdraw behind that 
line—unless the whole conflict 
detonates into a disaster which 
would make current orders in- 
applicable. 
Truman’s Announcement. 

“I have ordered United States 
air and sea forces to give the 
Korean government troops cover 
and support,” the President de- 
clared, in his statement, adding 
at a later point: 

“I have ordered the Seventh 
Fleet to prevent any attack on 
Formosa. As a corollary of this 
action I am calling upon the Chi- 
nese government on Formosa to 
cease all air and sea operations 
against the mainland. The Sev- 
enth Fleet will see that this is 
done. The determination of the 
future status of Formosa must 
await the restoration of security 
in the Pacific, a peace settlement 
with Japan, or consideration by 
the United Nations. 

“I have also directed that Unit- 
ed States forces in the Philippines 
be strengethened and that mili- 
tary assistance to the Philippine 
Government be accelerated. 

“I have similarly directed ac- 
celeration in the furnishing of 
military assistance to the forces 
of France and the associated states 
in Indochina and the dispatch of 
a military mission to provide close 
working relations with those 
forces.” 

Against Appeasement. 

The President’s action today is 
based on the conviction that So- 
viet aggression must be stopped 
now, even at the risk of war if 
necessary—a risk which clearly 
exists. Truman acted on the ad- 
vice of the National Security 
Council (not to be confused with 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil) which has been considering 
the Korean crisis ever since the 
Communists invaded the southern 
republic over the weekend. 

If the present Communist at- 
tack is allowed to go unchal- 
lenged, it will be followed by fur- 
ther acts of aggression, official 
Washington is convinced. In the 
end, this will lead to a situation 
in which the free world would 
have to fight for its survival 
under much worse conditions, or 
might even be too weak, relative 
to the Communists, to be able to 
fight at all. 

Firmness is 'ess dangerous than

“Today, in a world where ab- 
solute power is again on the 
march, this concept has tremen- 
dous strength,’ Truman contin- 
ued. “It is a challenge to the new 
forms of tyranny as it was to the 
old. 

“In our lifetime, we have wit- 


nessed a world-wide attack on this | 


ideal of justice. Fascism, Naz- 
ism, Soviet Communism, all have 
tried to convince people. that our 
concern with individual human 
rights is false and fraudulent. 

“In the areas under their con- 
trol, there these totalitarian move- 
ments have swept away all re- 


straints on their own power. They. 


have subjected their own people 
to all the evils of tyranny—to: 
kidnaping, torture, slavery, mur- 
der—without hope of redress or 
remedy.” | 

While the practice of justice. 
“has been snuffed out” in totali-, 
tarian lands, Truman said, ‘the 
ideal remains, deep in the hearts 
of men.” 

Mankind Seeks Protection. 

“Men will always long for pro- 
tection against the midnight ar- 
rest, the slave camp, the torture 
chamber,” the President con-| 
tinued. 

He recalled the steps taken 
within the United Nations toward 
creation “of an international law 
and morality which protect the 
human rights against the misuse 
of arbitrary power.” 

He said one of the ‘most shock- 
ing examples” of genocide—the

slaughter of entire human groups | 


~—-was the Nazi attempt “‘to exter- 
minate an entire religious group 
deliberately and methodically.” 

He voiced the hope the Senate 
will ratify the United Nations’ 
convention on genocide before it 
adjourns. 

“We must do our part to out- 
law forever the mass murder of 
innocent peoples,” Truman as- 
serted. 

He looked forward to eventual 
ratification, too, of another treaty 
to be known as ‘“‘Covenant on Hu- 
man Rights.” 

“In our divided world.” said 
the President, “it is easy to point 
to the tremendous gulf between 
the concept of individual rights 
and the attainment of conditions 
which will insure their enjoy- 
ment 

ced. by the difficulty of creating 
international safeguards against 


the infringement of these rights.” | 


He said the quest for interna- 
tiorna! protection of hyman rights 
will succeed because it is based 
upon the great concept of “a 
living truth.”

This was an obvious reference 
to testimony before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee by 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
and Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson. 

They appeared to urge the com- 
mittee to approve $1,222,500,000 
to provide arms for non-Commu- 
nist nations—primarily in western 
Europe—in the year starting July 
1. Committee members said most 
of the questioning centered on 
Korea. 

The bill the Senate is debating 
would authorize the program for 
another year. It carries no funds. 

Senator McFarland ‘Dem.), Ari- 
zona, acting Democratic. leader, 
had sought an agreement to vote 

But Wher- 
ry objected. He said he needed

FRANCE OUTLINES 
PLANS FOR POOL 


PARIS, June 27 ‘(AP)—France 
published details of its coal and 
steel pool scheme today, provid- 
ing for a virtual international gov- 
ernment that would be subject to

The government would be made 
up of parliamentary representa- 
tives of the six participating states 
~—-France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg.

_ Blue Sea, Blue Sky 


The blue and briny ocean may be a long way 


| from the cotton rows of Missouri and the corn 


rows of Illinois, but it would be a good idea if 
Midwesterners as well as other Americans took 
more heed of how their dollars go to sea. 

There was something unsavory about maritime 
subsidies even before 1935 when then Senator 
Black’s committee denounced “those individuals 
who, publicly posing as patriots, prostituted (the 
shipping subsidy) laws for their own profit.” 

The air has not grown sweeter in the inter- 
vening years. Last month, a subcommittee of 
the House Executive Expenditures Committee, 
headed by Representative Porter Hardy Jr., 
turned in a second report blasting the extrava- 
gant, if not downright illegal, way the Maritime 
Commission has been handing millions to Amer- 
ican shipping interests. The Comptroller Gen- 
eral made two similar reports. .And a Senate 
group, headed by Senator Magnuson, came to 
more or less the same conclusions. 

As an example, Marquis Childs recently cited 
the new $70,000,000 super-liner. The United 
States Lines is putting only $7,000,000 of its own 
cash into this ship. It has agreed to spend an- 
other $21,000.000 over the life of the vessel. 
But this can be paid out of the operating subsidy 
also granted by the Government. 

The Maritime Commission also has been 
strangely acquiescent in the transfer of many 
American vessels to foreign registry, notably 
Panamanian. This is an obvious device for escap- 
ing American taxes, wage regulations and safety 
standards. Such “runaway” ships, manned by 
nondescript alien crews, compete unfairly with 
those under the American flag, thus adding to 
the pressure for more subsidies. 

Another shock comes from the way the law 
has been twisted to provide tax exemptions for 
profit-earning steamship lines. One company 
which normally would have paid federal taxes 
of $13,846,000 was billed only $570,000, These 
cases are spectacular, but not exceptional. 

All this was done for the laudable purpose 
of providing the United States with the mer- 
chant marine it might need in time of war. But 
a good excuse could not cover up bad practice. 
So Congress gave its approval to President Tru- 
man’s reorganization order under which the old 
Maritime Commission was abolished and a new 
Maritime Board was established in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The reorgenization also 
called for a new Under Secretary of Commerce 
in charge of shipping and other transportation. 

Most unhappily, the President has nominated 
Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming for this new post. 
As chairman of the old commission, he tried 
to whitewash its record. The members of the 
new board also do not inspire much confidence. 
Already they have retained Francis S. Walker 
as their general counsel. Robert H. Estabrook 
of the Washington Post reports that a member 
of Mr. Walker’s law firm is the counsel of the 
Merchant Marine Institute, the organization of 
the subsidized shipping interests. Mr. Walker 
himself has represented this group in the past. 

Pointedly, the one member of the Maritime 
Commission who tried hard to tighten the cords 
on its money-bag has been side-tracked. He is 
former Representative Raymond S. McKeough 
of Illinois. Investigators have praised him high- 
ly for his thorough study of maritime affairs 
and for vigorous dissents on appalling handouts 
of the people’s money. It is said that he is to 
be given a berth on the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. But in that office, he will be able 
to do precious little to call attention to the 
maritime waste, let alone to stop it. 

So it looks as if taxpayers, even if they are 
landlubbers, will have to take a greater interest 
in ships and shipping. Then Congress may be 
moved to call a halt to what might not be 
venality, but what—in Mr. Estabrook’s words— 
certainly has been an amazing ‘willingness to 
bend the law to suit the desire of the shipping 


companies.”

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The Erie Gets an Ear 


Train radio is “an integral and effective factor 
in safe, efficient and dependable railroad trans- 
portation.” These words, which coincide with 
the opinion the Post-Dispatch has been express- 
ing for some years now, come from the Erie 
Railroad's vice president for operations and 
maintenance, R. C. Randall. His railroad has 
just installed radio on its 884 miles of track 
between Jersey City, N. J., and Marion, O., and 
plans to extend it to Chicago next year. Over 
the radio, train crews en route will be able 
to talk with other train crews and with dis- 
patchers and other personnel by the wayside. 

A widely prevailing attitude toward radio on 
the part of railroad management is that it would 
be a big help if it were perfected, but that they 
certainly hope it isn't perfected, so they won't 
have to. install it vet awhile. 
applications as that on the Erie show up this 
attitude as simply anti-progressive and dilatory. 

Train radio, though not yet perfect, and 
though no cure-all for railroad accidents, is 
one of the first essentials of safe operation of 
present-day high-speed trains. 

Not only is radio inseparable from safety— 
it is inseparable fram economy. A transportation 
consultant, Noten D. Ballantine, of New York 
City, has demonstrated that radio would save

the railroads $40,000,000 a year in operating 
costs, enough money to pay for the equipment 
in six years and then become clear profit. It 
seems to us that here is an instance in which 
the Interstate Commerce Commission can press 
the railroads to go forward with the comforting 
knowledge that it is helping everyone concerned, 
the railroads themselves no less than the travel- 
ing public. 
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Phone Costs and Earnings 
In its decision granting a second-round rate 
increase to Southwestern Bell effective next Sat- 
urday, the Missouri Public Service Commission 
laid great stress on the need for rapid improve- 
ment of service. The Commission said: 


Since we are willing to prescribe rates 
which will, in our opinion, yield to Appli- 
cant a fair return on the value of its 
property ... we insist that it proceed at 
once to construct the necessary plant to 
render adequate and sufficient service to 
its Missouri subscribers. 


To construct the necessary plant Southwestern 
Bell will have to raise capital. Its plea has been 
that it could not do so unless it received higher 
rates than the Commission granted. 

In 1928, Southwestern Bell collected from its 
customers an annual revenue of $59.59 per 
phone. In 1949, it collected $78.46 per phone— 
an increase of 31 per cent. Measured against 
general inflation, this rise does not seem ex- 
cessivé. Between 1928 and 1949, the wholesale 
price level went up about 65 per cent, or twice 
as much as Southwestern Bell's collections. 

During these 21 years, however, the telephone 
industry underwent tremendous technical ad- 
vances, and the number of phones served by 
Southwestern Bell increased two and a half 
times. It is a maxim of our economy that ad- 
vancing technology and increasing intensity of 
use should produce savings to be passed along 
to the consumer. If the telephone user today 
enjoys a lower “real cost” of service—in that 
his telephone bill has gone up less than other 
prices—this is no more than he is entitled to. 

The question for Southwestern Bell, as for 
other units of the Bell system, is how to obtain 
the capital to continue expansion without de- 
priving consumers of their claim to a long-term 
reduction of the real cost of service. 

In the opinion of the Public Service Com- 
mission, the rate schedule which it authorized 
to go into effect July 1 will produce earnings 
sufficient “to maintain the company’s credit and 
attract capital.” 

Before the company comes in for a third 
round, it should be prepared to offer more 
convincing evidence than has yet been produced 
of an actual dearth of capital for telephone 


investment.

Good Neighbor Problems 


The sheer power of America’s economy is 
not always an unmixed blessing. It carries with 
it special responsibilities in international trade. 
One illustration is the joint decision by the 
United States and Mexico to abolish their re- 
ciprocal trade treaty Dec. 31. 

Mexico, like many other countries, began to 
suffer from unbalanced trade with the United 
States after the war. There was a serious drain 
on her dollar reserves. Finally the Mexicans 
felt obliged to increase tariffs. 

This violated the trade treaty. More than two 
years of negotiation ended fruitlessly. So the 
treaty will be abrogated. 

As a result, Americans will pay higher prices 
for Mexican imports. The effect on Mexico will 
be even greater, for most of her exports are 
to this country. The decision also will have a 
larger effect, since other nations have “most 
favored nation” treaties with us, and these have 
enjoyed tariff benefits given to Mexico. 

Venezuela is a special example. Next to 
Canada, it is our best customer in the hemi- 
sphere. Venezuela also is the main source of our 
crude oil imports. But after this year, Venezu- 
ela no longer will enjoy the low oil import 
duties based on the Mexican treaty. 

Venezuela's trade and her whole economy 
will suffer. Our large export trade with Vene- 
zuela will suffer. And residents of the Atlantic 
seaboard, who depended largely on Venezuelan 
exports for fuel oil, will pay more for heating. 

While there is no. easy solution to such in- 
tricate trade problems, one aspect is clear. 
Nations such as Mexico cannot afford to com- 
pete with our efficient economy on an entirely 
equal footing, if they are to develop industrial 
economies of their own. A century ago the 
United States itself depended on tariffs to pro- 
tect its struggling industry. 

Today, trade restrictions aimed at this nation 
are the price we pay for our economic power. 
The larger question is whether it is to our 
long-range interest to give weaker economies 
some special trade advantages, as well as loans 
or Marshall plan assistance. Certainly the world 
cannot return to high tariffs and locked econ- 
omies and remain prosperous. 
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What Co-operation Wrought 

Two specific examples of the miracles the 
new wonder drugs are working are reported in 
the current issue of tHe Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

Influenzal meningitis, a disease of children, 
used to be an almost certain killer. But New 
York doctors treated 90 cases of the disease re- 
cently with sulfadiazine and streptomycin, and 
87 of the children recovered. In Augusta, Ga., 


98 of 100 persons suffering from gonorrhea. 


were cured by aureomycin. 

This is excellent news indeed. But it is also 
excellent evidence of what folly it would be to 
listen to the counsel of those who would put 
scientific research into national straitjackets. 

The wonder drugs are a product of interna- 
tional scientific co-operation. The sulfa drugs 
have a common ancestor, sulfanilamide, which 
was discovered in Germany. The antibiotic 
“_-mycin” drugs are the in-laws of penicillin, 
which was discovered in Great Britain. 

Many Americans now living would have been 
dead had America not been able to use these 
fruits of European research. Many Europeans 
now living would have been dead had American 
scientists not discovered relatives of the Euro- 
pean originals, and how to make the drugs in 
relatively large quantities. 

This is why international co-operation in sci- 
ence is essential. The first shock of the Fuchs 
casé produced hysterical demands for a com- 
plete national blackout in atomic physics. But 
scientists cannot be forced to wear national 
blinders and still make much headway. America 
has no monopoly of scientific brains or ability. 

Whether in medicine or in atomic physics, too 
much secrecy loses far more than it gains. 
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Chicago's soft-ball conscious City Council 
seems to be revising “Big Bill” Thompson's 
slogan to read: “Throw away the hammer and

Mountains, forests and sunny meadow- 
lands look as if they were embroidered 
in, and so do the hamlets of whitewashed 
and red-roofed houses nestling around an 
onion-shaped church spire against a back- 
ground of varied and incredibly vivid 
greens. 

it doesn’t loek real—and it isn't! The 
view from the autobahn is one thing and 
the view from the. ordinary roads which 
pass through the main streets of the vil- 
lages is another. 

It is the villages, so picturesque to the 
tourist's eye, that bear the brunt of the 
refugee problem. They are inundated by 
a flood of deportees they can neither di- 
vert nor absorb. But this is not the only 
problem that disturbs the placid current 
of their lives. 

The small communities are also shaken 
most by the campaign to reform the edu- 
cational system that has been in dispute 
between American authorities and local 
political leaders ever since the occupa- 
tion began. 

Under the confessional school system 
in operation here every denomination has 
its own school, and the Socialists in their 
platform for the next election advocate 
as a measure of economy and efficiency 
“Christian” community schools in which 
each pupil can receive religious instruction 
outside the regular curriculum. 


American educational advisers, although 
careful not to take sides on the confes- 
sional school question. incline to support 
this view. It is opposed by the Catholics, 
and Bavaria is predominantly Catholic, on 
the ground that this is the opening wedge 
to dispense with religious teaching alto- 
gether. 

The second point is more important and 
more controversial. One of the directives 
of military government was that text- 
books and tuition would be free in all 
secondary schools. 

But the order goes against the grain 
in Germany, where in the past only ele- 


mentary education was free. In the high 
schools the well-to-do paid and the poor 
received subventions. The State of Hesse 
adopted the principle of free education in 
its Constitution, but the other laender 
clung to the old system. 


In Bavaria, however, the military order 
became law and the state has appropriated 
approximately 39,000,000 marks for free 
education in secondary schools. But the 
issue continues to rankle. President Ehard 
and Dr. Hundhammer, Minister of Eduta- 
tion, claim that a bankrupt state cannot 
afford this outlay when the need of hous- 
ing and help for destitute mothers is so 
desperate. 

They also suggest that such a law, once 
in effect, cannot easily be repealed, and 
this is significant, for it implies that a 
people as tradition-loving as the Bavarians 
can accept a new tradition. 

This seems to be what is happening in 
the University of Munich. Behind the 
ruined facade of this ancient. school, 
founded before America was discovered, 
10,000 youth, including many foreigners, 
crowd the repaired lecture rooms. 


The professed aim of the rector, Dr. 
Gerlach, a tall and vigorous physicist who 
strides through the halls in leather shorts, 
is to close the gulf that used to exist be- 
tween professors and students and to turn 
all the faculties into schools of democracy. 
To this end he appoints as many young 
instructors as possible and encourages free 
discussion on every current issue from 
atom bombs to the Schuman plan. 


Nowhere is it more noticeable than in 
Bavaria, in village as in university, that 
the struggle in Germany centers in the 
young. Most observers concede that the 
hope of the future lies neither in the pre- 
Hitler generation nor those who were per- 
secuted for opposition to Hitler, but in 
the boys and girls who have grown up 
under foreign rule :‘n the atmosphere of 
defeat. 

This challenging fact suggests that in 
our further efforts at “re-education” the 
emphasis should be placed less on changes 
in the structure of teaching and more on 
the human material and the cultural and 
moral environment in which it is applied.

Not at all. These figures merely show 
that the drinker at the wheel is the tough- 
est of all offenders to convict. He will 
seldom be found guilty unless the law 
literally examines his insides to prove him 
drunk. Xenia peers into his insides, using 
a foolproof chemical breath test that gets 
convictions. New York City still depends 
on the external view. 


A chemical test of breath or urine. as 
used in Xenia and a number of other 
cities, is the best practical method of de- 
termining whether a person is drunk, 
sober or just gay. You can't fool the 
chemieal test. Like a fingerprint, it gives 
evidence no one can explain away. If uni- 
versally used it could save thousands of 
lives every year. Many a driver who now 
drives while drunk would think twice if 
enforcement Of the law really had teeth. 
It could stop our top motoring enemy in 
his tracks. 


To the liberal mind there may be a 
touch of bluenose bigotry in asking a sus- 
pected driver to give up a specimen of his 
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urine for chemical test—or asking him to 
blow up a balloon to get a specimen of his 
breath. And to mary the picture of a 
drunk blowing up a balloon is irresistibly 
funny—which tends to put-off serious con- 
sideration of such tests. 


But there is nothing funny about the 
statistics that show how many people 
these drunks kill. Nor is it a bluenose 
attitude to insist that the right to drink is 
not a right to drive while drunk. 


Not that our top enemy is the blind- 
drunk driver. He isn’t. “The out-and-out 
drunk seldom drives,” says Dr. Herbert J. 
Stack, director of the Center for Safety 
Education at New York University. “The 
motorist who is most dangerous—and very 
numerous—has had just enough liquor to 
impair his judgment without noticeably 
affecting him physically.” 

Our top enemy is just the fellow that 
the old-fashioned method of law enforce- 
ment ean’t touch. Even’ to convict a stag- 
gering drunk is difficujt. A straight- 
walking, straight-talking drinker who could 
pass unnoticed in church—uniess you 
sniffed his breath—is virtually impossible 
to convict. But he’s a killer, although 
you can't tell it by looking at him.

“It would ease 
some of India’s in- 
ternal differences,” 
Rosinger writes, ‘as 
well as improve In- 
dian-American relations, if the United 
States should consider it a settled policy 
not to expect commitments from India in 
the East-West conflict.” 

He declines to predict whether such an 
approach is likely ‘without a consider- 
able lessening of American-Soviet ten- 
sion,” but believes it might be a good 
thing if Americans realize “political di- 
versity is an inevitable aspect of the 
present-day world.” 

“There is ample evidence,” he con- 
tinues, “‘to show that for most Asians, the 
main issue is not Moscow versus Washing- 
ton, or capitalism versus Communism, but 
rather nationalism, a real voice for the 
people in government, and economic 
progress versus colonialism, despotic gov- 
ernment and economic backwardness.” 


Rosinger reaches this conelusion after 
a general discussion covering the history 
of United: States-Indian relations up to 
establishment of an independent India in 
1947 and a more detailed examination of 
events since then. 

In this latter category are an examina- 
tion of the new Government's foreign pol- 
icy and economic philosophy, as well as its 
relations with the other new nations of 
Southwest Asia and the British Common- 
wealth. In addition, he reports in some 
detail on the various phases of the Kash- 
mir and Hyderabad disputes.

Common-Sense Rules for Safe Vacation 
Keep Food and Drink Pure, Skin Whole, Be Careful of Insect Bites

health, safety and satisfaction. 

Such varied agencies as the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, United States Forest Service 
National Park Service, and others 
both public and private, are 
sources of detailed authentic in- 
formation on this subject. But 
all can be reduced toa few plain 
essentials which every vacationer 
can easily remember and follow. 

If one’s vacation in the out- 
doors is to be completely satisfy- 
ing it is important to be sure of 
pure food and drink; to be care- 
ful of insect bites; to keep one’s 
skin whole, and to beware of too 
much sunshine. 

Food and drink should be kept 
free of germs. Typhoid, amoebic 
and other dysenterys, undalant 
fever, summer diarrhea, tubercu- 
losis, scarlet fever and other dis- 
eases may be acquired through 
germs taken in edibles or drink- 
ables. Milk should be pasteur- 
ized or boiled. Drinking water, 
unless approved by a local board 
of health, should be boiled or 
sterilized by the addition of one 
teaspoonful of chlorinated lime 
solution to two gallons of water 
and allowed to stand for 15 min- 
utes. The chlorinated lime solu- 
tion should be made by the addi- 
tion of one heaping teaspoonful 
of the lime powder to a quart of 
water and allowing it to settle, 
the clear upper fluid being used. 
Bear in mind, too, that swimming 
in impure water is a frequent 
means of acquiring these dis- 
eases. Therefore, be sure about 
the safety of the “swimmin’ hole” 
before going overboard. 


And, while on the subject of 
swimming, be mighty careful of 
unsuspected rocks and deeps in 
any unfamiliar stream. Also, do 
not swim for at least two hours 
after a meal. 

The vacationer should know 
that any food may be dangerously 
infected after contact with flies. 
Therefore, the wise camper will 
see to it that garbage is promptly 
disposed of. 

Be sure that all pork is thor- 
oughly cooked, and particularly 
beware of home-cooked summer 
sausages such as mettwurst, liver- 
wurst, blutwurst, salami, and the 
like, since their pork contents 
sometimes have not been pro- 
cessed to kill the trichinae. 

Now, in the matter of keep- 
ing one’s skin intact, it is well 
to keep in mind the oldest adage 
which runs as follows: ‘Leaflet 
three, let it be.” That means to 
keep away from poison oak, poi- 
son ivy, and nettles. Doctors rec- 
ommend that if exposed to poison 
oak or ivy, rub the exposed parts 
thoroughly with gasoline followed 
by soap and water. If applied 
early, they say, this will prevent 
much of the eruption. 

Chiggers are the bane of many 
a vacationist’s existence. Most 
people believe that chiggers actu- 
ally burrow into the skin. But 
they don’t—it only feels like it! 
What they do is to attach them- 
selves to the skin and suck the 
blood. Despite their minute size, 
these vicious creatures are capa- 
ble of injecting a large quantity 
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of poisonous material. This is re- 
sponsible for the persistent itch- 
in 


g. 

No entirely satisfactory method 
for protection against chiggers has 
ever been found. When going into 
chigger-infested areas, it is ad- 
visable to wear leather leggings 
or high top shoes over trousers. 
Dusting the body and undergar- 
ments with flowers of sulphur will 
give protection, and a light appli- 
cation of kerosene to the outer 
clothing also has been found to be 
a good preventive. 

Bathe as quickly as possible if 
exposed to chiggers, lathering 
freely with medicated soap and 
using a coarse rag or brush to 
dislodge the snapping critters. 
The lather may be allowed to dry 
on the body for 15 minutes be- 
fore it is removed. A light ap- 
plication of kerosene on the body 
will kill the chiggers; then bathe. 
For the bites themselves, am- 
monia water, strong salt water, 
soda water, cooling ointments all 
have their staunch advocates. 
Scratching should be avoided and 
iodine, mercurochrome or other 
recognized medicamerts ma&y be 
applied to infected bites.

OISON oak and poison ivy have 
Preen mentioned as untouch- 

ables. Put in this class also, 
for one’s protection, poison sumac, 
snow on the mountain, and showy 
lady slipper, all found in many 
parts of the country. 

It is well to know, too, the 
names of plants which are poison- 
ous if eaten. They include poke- 
weed, China berry, castor bean, 
horse chestnut, water hemlock, 
poison hemlock, jimson weed, 
black nightshade, European bitter- 
sweet, and mushrooms. All of 
these are widely distributed 
throughout the United States. 
Neophyte campers can get fall, il- 
lustrated descriptions of these 
plants by writing to the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
at Washington. 

Be careful of ticks, particularly 
of those wood ticks that transmit 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever. Al-

ticks after frequenting places 
where they may be present. If 
removed a few hours after attach- 
ing themselves the danger of in- 
fection is said to be small. But 
remember that these insects do 
not cause itching or pain, so it is 
necessary to hunt for them care- 
fully. Some mosquitoes transmit 
malaria and it therefore is neces- 
sary to avoid bites not only be- 
cause of the unpleasant itching 
which results but also in the in- 
terest of health. Bites can be 
avoided in three ways, namely, 
screening, insecticides and loca- 
tion of the camp site away from 
bodies of water and dense under- 
brush. 

No vacation in the outdoors 
should be undertaken without a 
first aid kit. (If you have it with 
you, you won't need it; if you 
haven’t, you will. That seems to 
be the invariable rule.) Such kits, 
and they are excellent, can be 
purchased “ready made.” How- 
ever, if the prospective vacation- 
ist prefers, he can make his own. 
Here are items which should be 
included: Six four-inch gauze 
pads, purchasable in individual 
containers, already sterilized; six 
sterile finger dressings with ad- 
hesive attached; two two-inch 
gauze roller bandages; one five- 
yard roll of one-inch adhesive; 
one two-ounce bottle of half- 
strength tincture of iodine; a sim- 
ple rubber bulb suction apparatus 
for extracting snake venom; one 
ounce of tannic acid powder; a 
supply of new single-edge razor 
blades. 

The United States Public 
Health Service, which suggests 
the above kit, advises that to all 
wounds tincture of iodine should 
be applied and then covered with 
one of the sterile pads. Care 
must be taken not to touch the 
surface applied to the wound. If 
the wound is large, punctured, or 
has been exposed to the soil, see 
a doctor promptly. It may need 
Vg antitoxin to prevent lock- 
aw.

N case of snake bite, a tight 
| band should be applied a few 

inches from the bite, betweén 
it and the heart, if the bite is 
on an extremity, and the wound 
cut five or six times with a razor 
blade allowing it to bleed freely. 
Black coffee should be given 
freely and (this will disillusion 
many!) be absolutely certain NOT 
to administer whiskey. Keep the 
patient quiet and in a recumbent 
position, and, until the doctor 
comes, loosen the band for one 
minute every 20 minutes unless 
alarming symptoms develop. 

If severe burns are suffered, 
or burns to a large extent, do not 
apply greasy preparations. -Dis- 
solve tannic acid in a pint of 
water and daub on with a piece 
of gauze every 30 minutes until 
well tanned. Do not apply a 
dressing but permit it to dry. This 
will relieve the pain. In burns of 
any considerable severity a doc- 
tor should be called immediately. 

One of the commonest mistakes 
made by vacationists is to get 
too much sunshine too quickly. 
It is imperative to avoid over- 
exposure. Get your coat of tan 
gradually. Don’t forget that the 
effect of the sun varies greatly 
with the time of day, altitude, 
humidity, presence of water, and 
numerous other factors. Always 
protect the head when exposed to 
the sun and take small quantities 
of salt to prevent exhaustion and 
heat cramps. 

Throughout the country this 
year, millions of Americans will 
spend several days or weeks in 
the outdoors seeking recreation in 
the many federal, state, and pri- 
vate areas in which nature’s lure 
is strong and good.

HE preponderance in my mail 

of pleas for help with the

At this eleventh hour before va- 
eation time, there’s nothing to do 
but get busy, and if you are really 
serious, you can achieve wonder- 
ful results in just two weeks.

Playing Canasta to Win |

N A RECENT Canasta game 
| among not-too-expert players, a 

sequence of plays developed 
that raised a number of questions. 
The first came when a player 
made an insufficient initial meld 
with this hand: 


Needing 90, he found a seven 
topping a five card discount pile 
and pounced, laying down a deuce 
with his pair of kings and another 
deuce with his pair of sevens. He 
intended to add the upcard to the 
sevens and take the pack. How- 
ever, he had reckoned the sevens 
as worth ten points instead of 
five, and even with the addition 
of the upcard his total would 
have been only 75 points. 


The penalty was that he wasn't 
permitted to take the pack, and 
the cards he had already put 
down were exposed. They would 
have to remain on the table and 
be discarded one by one at each 
turn, unless or until he could 
legally meld any or all of them. 

The first question that arose 
was, could the player who made 
this mistake now draw from stock, 
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or did he lose his draw? Ata, if 
so, did he discard anyway? 


The law is that the player 
makes his regular draw from the 
stock. If he bought a wild. card, 
he could validate his meld by 
adding it to either set. If he 
bought a joker, he could even 
rearrange his meld and simply 
meld the joker with the pair of 
kings, leaving the sevens and 
deuces exposed and subject to the 
discarding penalty. If he bought 
an ace, he could put down the 
pair of aces with one of the 
deuces and use the other.deuce 
with either the sevens or the 
kings. But this is a privilege; not 
a compulsion. He could, if he 
chose, simply let the cards remain 
exposed. 

Having settled these matters by 
discussion, the’ player then drew 
a seven, discarded one of the 
sevens from the table, and that 
ended his turn. But it didn’t end 
the situation, as you'll see tomor- 
row. 


Question: Is there a point pen- 
alty for an insufficient meld? 

Answer: No. The only penalty 
is that such cards remain exposed 
and must be discarded one at a 
time until it is possible legally to 
meld any of them which remain.

ORN in St. Louis, raised in

Contract 
Bridge

HAND in the open pairs of 
the recent Northeastern Penn- 
sylvania tournament brought 
grief to a certain North-South 
partnership. 
South dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 
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At several tables South started 
off with two hearts, received a 
three-diamond response, and end- 
ed up at six diamonds, for an 
excellent match-point standing. In 
other cases the contract was not 
quite what it show'd have been, 
but was good enough to earn a 
fair score. 


One South, however, brought 
his team to ruin via the following 
bidding sequence: 


West North East 


Pass 2¢ Pass 
Pass ‘ele Pass 
Pass Pass Double 
Pass Pass 


South went down three 
500 points, for a “cold 


This sad outcome was, of course, 
exactly what South deserved for 
his utterly aimless bidding—most 
particularly, for his leap to four 
clubs over two diamonds. What 
purpose could that bid conceiv- 
ably serve? Surely, South could 
not have wanted to discourage a 
lead of his void suit; nor could he 
be greatly interested in finding a 
“fit” with partner in that suit! 


If South felt like being a little 
fancy, it would have been a great 
deal more sensible to bid two 
spades over two diamonds, to try 
to avoid that opening lead, and 
with the full intention of support- 
ing partner’s diamonds unless the 
bidding developed in such a way 
that a high heart contract would 
be advisable. 


South did himself and partner 
a great disservice when he started 
out with the “conservative” bid 
of one heart, instead of making 
the forcing two-bid which his 
holding warranted. But this would 
not have been vitally important 
if South had “remained sane” on 
his next turn. If he had jumped 
in hearts or diamonds, North 
would have properly mentioned 
clubs—and then perhaps South 
would not have attached such re- 
liance to his own admittedly good 
heart suit, with North announcing 
such length in the minors.
